The bomb went off in front of 


a building housing the telephone 
xchange, postoffice and circulat- 
ng library and broke all telephone 
nes, smashed every window, blew 
tit postoffice mail boxes and hur- 
led a bookcase through a wall.

bomb hidden in the valise and 
left lying under a tree across the 
street*from the building mystified 
law officers and that the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation had been 
called.

Rape-Slayer Pays

to his death in the electric chair 
today still protesting his innocence 
in the rape-slaying of a young gov- 
ernment girl. 


"I still say I am not guilty," 


the 25-year-old veteran of 
the 


Guadalcanal campaign declared in 
a statement issued a few minutes 
before he died at 10:12 a. m. 
(CDT) 
at the District of Columbia 


jail. 


In his final hours, McFarland 


agreed to give his eyes to a blind 
person scheduled to undergo an 
operation in New York later in 
the day. The plan fell through, 
however, Jail Superintendent Cur- 
tis Reid said, when McFarland's 
relatives objected to a post-mor- 
tem operation. 


Reid did not disclose who had 


proposed 
the 
arrangement 
for 


transplanting the corneas of Mc- 
Farland's eyes to the blind patient. 
Neither' did he identify the pa- 
tient. 


McFarland entered the chair at 


10:05 a. m., helped guards adjust 
the straps. Seven minutes later 
he was pronounced dead. 


Walks Calmly to chair 


He walked calmly to the chair, 


a cigarette 
dangling from 
his 


lips, to pay the penalty for the 
murder of 18-year-old Dorothy 
Berrum of Chippewa Falls, Wis., in 
October, 1944. 


Just before he started on the 


last 100 paces to the execution 
chamber the boyish appearing vet- 
eran, a native of Knoxville, Tenn., 
issued a statement reiterating his 
contention of innocence. 


Several hours earner, he ate a 


breakfast of ham and eggs, toast 
and coffee. 
Last night, he had 


chicken for dinner. 


McFarland helped jail guards to 


adjust straps on the chair just be- 
fore the powerful current flashed 
through his body.

On July 10, however, the gover- 


nor said that if congress didn't 
enact regulatory housing legisla- 
tion within 10 days—or by to- 
morrow, July 20—he would take

of evictions."

thorize any such action.

Admiral Blandy said the exact

was not yet determined but 


that the 100-pound flash bomb was 
set off entirely differently than the 
atomic bomb, and the public would 
have no. fear of danger to person- 
nel participating in next Wednes- 
day's blast.

Years ago, traveling in Colo- 
rado, I had a casual and very 
friendly meeting 
with a 
fellow- 
traveler, an Episcopalian minister 
We talked about various things, 
and in the course of our conversa- 
tion he spoke of the adherents of 
what he called "easy religions." 


When he referred specifically to 


Methodists I was both surprisec 
and amused, for I had grown up m 
a very strict Methodist home in 
which we didn't dance, play cards, 
attend theaters, or do a hundred 
other things that even Methodists 
do today. And we were inclined to 
think of our Episcopalian friends 
and neighbors, 
who did most of 
these things, as members of one of 
the "easy religions." though we 
hadn't used the phrase 


It goes to show how little we 
understand one another and how 
much there is in the point of view. 
There are, of course, easy-going 
people in all denominations, just 
as in all denominations there are 
earnest souls whose relgion is the 
supreme and dominating thing in 
their lives. 


True Christianity is not an easy 


religion. 
Jesus never offered His 


disciples ease or pleasure. He of- 
fered them joy. 


He bade them 
in a very dark 


hour to be of good cheer. He spoke 
of rich rewards of service in the 
Kingdom of Heaven. 
But He al- 
ways spoke of sacrifice, of losing 
and leaving certain things which 
in the eyes of 
the world 
were 
greatly to be desired. In contrast. 
Jesus spoke of the Kingdom as a 
pearl of great price, which one 
should be willing to sell every- 


thing to buy. 


The late 
C. Sylvester 
Home, 


famous 
minister 
of Whitefleld's 
Tabernacle, in London, England, 
once wrote a book under the title, 
"The Life That Is Easy." It was 
the Christian life of which he was 
writing, but he was writing of it 
from the standpoint of the Christ- 
ian who had accepted the full ob- 
ligations of the Christian way and 
the disciplines of the Christian life. 
The ease that he wrote of was the 
ease of mastery, through long and 
intimate fellowship with the Mas- 
ter. 


The distinctive thing about the 
religion of the Jews, from early 
times, was the insistence upon the 
supreme demands of a righteous 
God. 
Clear and plain 
was the 


commandment, "Thou shalt have 
no other gods before Me." Holiness 
was the law of life and there was 
no part of life free from the pres- 
ence of God and the obligation to 
serve Him. 


In this. Jesus fulfilled the law 
and the prophets. He gave His fol- 
lowers no formal tasks and set up 
no artificial observances or duties. 
He demanded no allegiance 
to 


Himself, except in the same way 
that He gave allegiance to the 
Father. But He insisted upon loy- 
alty to the Truth. 


There is no half-way place in 
Jhristianity, and that is why so 
many professing Christians never 
5nd either ease or happiness in 
:heir religion. It is in the lives of 
:hose who have given themselves 
fully to Christ that the power, 
beauty, and 
true 
satisfaction of 


the Christian way are found and 
revealed.

Meet the Publicist 


Henry Paynter may not have 


enjoyed his appearance at the 
Mead Committee investigation of 
a wartime munitions combine sus- 
pected of piofiteering. and of Rep. 
Andrew May's connection with 
the same. Nevertheless, we think 
Mr. Paynter should console him- 
self with the thought that his ap- 
pearance was a public service, in 
that it shed a little light on his 
important, powerful, but generally 
unpublicized profession of public- 
izing. 


News stories identify Mr. Payn- 


ter variously as a publicity agent 
and a 
publicist. 
Perhaps 
he 


would prefer, as many do, the ti- 
tle Of publicity counsel or, better, 
public relations counsel. At any 
rate, he represents a calling which 
has become an indispensable part 
of American life. 


Publicists fas %ve shall call them 


for brevity's sake) operate on 
many levels. 


The big-time publicist dispenses 


information, suggests policy, molds 
public opinion 
and occasionally 


does some lobbying. He writes 
the client's speeches and his signed 
magazine articles. 
Sometimes he 


performs the untraditional func- 
tion of keeping the client's name 
out of the papers. At his best he 
is an ethical, intelligent, informed 
and valuable source of informa- 
tion. 


He is engaged by a variety of 


persons for a variety of- reasons. 
He may be asked to publicize a 
starlet's figure or an ex-king's 
democratic disposition and good 
intentions. 
Or he may be asked 


to present an entire industry's 
viewpoint to the public. But the 
prudent individual or concern hires 
a publicist as a Chinese hires a 
doctor—to keep him healthy, not 
cure him of Illness. 


To some publicists an account 


is simply a business arrangement. 
But to others, including some of 
the best ones, a client's cause 
partakes of the nature of a cru- 
sade. Mr. Paynter's relations with 
the Garsson interests seem to fall 
hi the latter category.

I always thought his ideals 


were European and his program 
one of creeping totalitarianism 
and though I respected him as a 
clever, able and persuasive man, 
I think the damage he did is sub- 
stituting European concepts for 
American outweighs the material 
benefits that he won for his cloth- 
ing workers and some others. The 
propagandists of the other side 
are fond of sayingsthat all opposi- 
tion to persons, methods and prin- 
ciples dear to them springs from 
hatred but I did not hate Hillman 
and wish him eternal peace, as- 
suming that he was sincere and 
believed his ends justified some 
very questionable means. 
The 


controversies of the last twelve 
years have been waged in a mood 
of anger to the impairment of 
sober understanding of the issues 
but I think I can point out the 
error of those who would perpetu- 
ate Hillmanism in our country ob- 
jectively and without temper. 


We needn't go into the question 


of the closed shop because if we 
did we would stall right thejre, its 
advicates and opponents being im- 
movable and all the arguments 
having been exhausted long ago. 


But Hillman, in 1943, proposed 


something that seems to me to 
lave been right out of the books 
of Mussolini and Hitler when he. 
asked that all the unions in the 
state of New York affiliate with 
the 
so-called American 
Labor 


)arty, then, as now, the empor- 
ary abode of the communist move- 
tient, and pay into the party 


their members. That meant, and 
Sidney Hillman intended it to 
mean, that all the workers in the 
state who are union members 
whether by choice or by force, 
and may be Republicans or Demo- 
crats, would have been compelled 
to pay tribute to his own political 
party. 


We may have had isolated pre- 


cedents for this idea in rotten lo- 
calities in times past, as \vhere 
employers warned the workers 
that if they did not vote thus and 
so the works would close down and 
they would be out of work.

I know of no true parallel and 1 
think the proposition was violent- 
ly un-American. 
I say that if 


you compel an American citizen 
to contribute to a political party 
and threaten to suspend him from 
his union and lay him off the job 
for refusing to contribute you are 
violating his political rights in the 
meanest way by threatening his 
family with poverty.

Washington—The Paris gather- 


ing of the four ministers has been 
advertised as an agreement upon 
rive small peace Ueaties. it was 
not even that. Texts were not con- 
cluded. The big four meiely reach- 
ed understandings on a few points, 
some of whch may never be rul- 
tilled while other are disappoint- 
ing. The Russians hardly can be 
counting on getting the $100,00,- 
000 of reparations awarded from 
Italy, as this amount is hardly 
available in war industries. Trieste 
management is to continue under 
the four powers of which Russia 
;j. one, but Italy is not. The Bul- 
gariaii, Hungarian and Rumanian 
treaties are said not to include 
freedom of trade or free naviga- 
tion ol the Danube. Which means 
the treaties contemplate continu- 
ance as Russian satellites of these 
three nations. The Finnish treaty 
was not much discussed, because 
\ve weie not at war with her. and 
Russia left many blank spaces; in 
it which her drafters will fill m 
later. Naturally we wonder about 
the pi ovisions for free press, trade, 
icligion and political opposition. 


All these things and more we 


gave, for what? For Russia al- 
lowing us to have a twenty-one 
nation conference to approve the 
points agreed upon, and ratity 
gifts to Russia— a conference 
which will be limited by Rus- 
sia h insistence upon a two-thirds 
majority for action m commit- 
tees. 


This explains why our people 


have been rather silent about the 
profits of Paris, Bevm walking 
away without a word of praise for 
his own work, and Bjrnes so re- 
strained m his claims his position 
may be described as "semi-si- 
lence."

with great care. It reasoned like 
this: The Germans are pepole. We 
are for the people. We are against 
dismemberment of the Ruhr, ag- 
rarianization of Germany, and we 
are also against federalization ol 
Germany. Well, if they are against 
dividing it and also against fed- 
eralizing it, what are they for? 
For getting ten billions (yes, bil- 
lions) in reparations from that 
state which cannot even support 
itself, even with our food, and has

The "discussion" will be short- 


lived. We will have to keep an 
occupation force in Germany in- 
definitely to hold even what we 
got when our armies sat down and 
waited for the Russians to take 
Berlin in accordance with Roose- 
velt's agreement with Stalin.

Joint ef- 
forts for peace so far have re- 
sulted in stultification of UN in a 
series of Russian vetoes, and adop- 
tion of our plan to get world 
approval for a Russian peace 
along the Danube and in Finland, 
together with $100.000,000 of rep- 
arations from Italy, in which she 
never set a war, foot, and a de- 
nial of peace to Austria or Ger- 
many, as Russia wants. Who is 
making the peace? Russia. She 
cannot lose on the present basis 
of negotiations, because in every 
conference she retains the right 
of vetoe in one way or another, 
over our peace hopes and plans. 
Out of all this, we get nothing, 
except the dwindling shadow of an 
ideal Russia has long since ve- 
toed. 


Now Byrnes threatens wildly to 


go ahead and make the best kind 
of a peace with Germany he can 
(an occupied military peace with- 
out Russia) which was recently 
forecast in this column. Event- 
ually h* will come to making his 
own Anglo-American peace with 
the others also, because 
there 


simply is no other way. unless we 
wish to continue this foolish busi- 
ness of first providing and then 
rally world support for whatever 
Byrnes whittles Russian demands 
down. to. This is simply a new 
method of appeasement.
